Forrester pleaded for the lab­ 
oratory. He said it would be un­ 
wise to delay construction and 
pointed out th a t Dawson already 
had provided the land.

Burleson replied th at the only 
thing wrong wltti Forrester’s a r­ 
gument was th at Georgia is on­ 
ly the center of the runner pea­ 
nut industry and not the center 
of the entire peanut world which 
stretches from Virginia to Texas.
